The turpentine keeps the blacking 
from flying. Nickel-work on the stoves 
can be cleaned by applying wood ash- 
es and vinegar mixed to a paste. Ap- 
ply, and rub or dust. Zinc: Wash clean, 
then rub with cloth soaked with ker- 
osene.

Representative Warburton of Wash- 
ington Has Novel Plan to Raise 
$80,000,000 Yearly.

The constructing of a comprehen- 
sive system of national highways out 
of a tux Imposed upon the consumers 
of tobacco Is a proposition which Rep- 
resentative Warburton of Washington 
has embodied in the form of a bill 
Introduced In the house. He proposes 1 
that a tax Bhall be Imposed so light as 
not to be felt by the users of tobacco. ; 
but every puff of smoke from burning 
tobacco will represent a part of a 
system of highways. 

The plan contemplates trunk lines 
connecting the capitals of the different 
states with the national capital at 
Washington and with each other and 
running to the different national 
parks. The cost of construction Is to 
be paid out of a tax similar to that of 
187!i on tobacco. It Is calculated that 
the tax will raiso $80,000,000 a year, 
or more than twice the amount of In- 
ternal revenue now collected.

Even 
now we don't think of saving our sur- 
I face dirt and do not employ the motto, 
j "a stitch In time save nine," our roads 
must wait till the working time comes 
and go all to pieces If the weather Is 
bad In that time.
